Tx report of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 
which we will publish in eztensoon to-morrow morn- 
ing, touches upon several subjects of ¢ im- 
portance to the mercantile interests of this city. The 
charges upon vessels entering the port of Dublin, 
consigned to merchants here, are not only heavy in 
themselves, but vexatious in their collection. Seven 
different charges are levied on every vessel which 
carriesimports or exports for the Dublin merchants. 
The mere enumeration'of the charges is quite sufficient 
to ensure their coudemnation. Thus 4d. per ton is 
charged on all vessels bound for Dublin, and 9s. 6d. 
for the vessel herself; then one shilling is levied for 
every entry on goods going into or coming out of 
bond. Again, 10s. is charged on every ship upon 
registry being granted at Dublin, 10s. on every li- 
cence to a ship for navigating, 2s. on all bonds paid 
s'the Custom House, and 2s. on every customs 
entry from warehouse of goods imported into Dub- 
lin from foreign parts. 

These charges were originally levied to defray 
public advances made for the construction of K ings- 
town Harbour. At the period these duties were 
granted, Kingstown, or rather Dunleary, was merely 
a local port constructed for the interests of Dublin. 
Had it continued so, without extension or alteration, 
the duties already paid would have more than satis- 
fied the whole cost of their harbour; but the har- 
bour, instead of being continued merely as á local 
port, was changed into a Barbour of refuge, open 
to vessels from all countries, free of charge, 
provided they were not bound for Uublin, 
This change involved the construction of the 
Great Western pier, and a vast extension of the Eas- 
terd pier. It is manifestly unjust to levy duties on 
the commerce of Dublin, in order to construct and 
maintain a harbour for all the world. And strange 
anomalies art caused by thie, Thus, a vessel from a 
foreign port bound for Dublin, sailing past the har- 
bour into our river, is obliged to pay a tax of 4d. a 
ton ; bat the same vessel, from the same port, loaded 
with the same cargo, but bound for Londoa, Liver- 
pool, or Glasgow, might take refuge in the harbour 
for any period of time without the payment of a 
farthing. A 6d., moreover, was allocated to the re- 
pair of the Royal Exchange, which was originally a 
building set apart for the commercial interests of the 
city. It has been transferred to the trustees of the 
Municipal Corporation, and it is manifestly unfair 
that our import and export trade should be taxed for 
the support of a building now devoted to Municipal 
purposes. 

When the Chamber of Commerce made represen - 
tations respecting these vexatious charges to Mr. 
Disraeli, then Chancellor of the Exchequer, he at 
once offered to do all that lay in his power to remove 
them. Ona change of Government, the Chamber of 
Commerce addressed Mr. Cardwell, who also under- 
took to investigate the case. Instead of a removal 
of the charges, however, the Chamber of Commerce 


received a lengthened history of the port charges 


‘| from the Office of Committee of Privy Council for 


Trade, concluding with adeclaration that" My Lords 
“cannot recommend that the Government should give 
“ up the dues in question, so long as the charges on 
“the public for differential dues remains;” as if 
this “charge” was a boon to Dublin in particular, 
and was not levied in every other maritime port in 
the kingdom. No official answer has been received 
tothe triumphant reply of the Chamber of Com. 
mercé, but Mr. Cardwell hasinformed the Honorary 
Secretary that a measure which is to deal with the 
Dublin, as well as with the general port charges, is 
in preparation by the Board of Trade, but that it 
cannot be brought forward during this Session. 

In a very few weeks the communication between 
London and Dublin will be greatly expedited. It 
was but natural to suppose that the Post-office au- 
thorities would have been the first to take advan- 
tage of this acceleration for the interest of the 


. community. It is notso, however. The Post-office 


will not have completed the necessary arrangements 
when the undertakers are prepared to carry out the 


accelerated postal service. The Chamber of Com- 


meree, are not unmindful of the fact “ that during 
“their protracted negociations with Government 
“on this great national project, they invariably, 
“found the Post-office authorities less apparently 
“disposed than higher official departments to re- 
“ gognise ite value or to promote its success.” The
